It was Sec. 3 of the printed bill to

-•section provided that the fact an em- 
ploye'had been.guilty of contributory 
negligence-"shall not bar a recovery 
in any case where the violation by 
such employer of any .statute .enacted 


. for the safety of employes contributed 


to the injury, or death,' was brought 
about by the violation of any reason- 


. able rule or regulation promulgated 
by any commission or state officer bav- 


' ing authority to promulgate the same:" 


'Speaks for Employer. 


Senator Kane spoke 
against 
the 


-enactment of the section,'- declaring 


- .that it was unfair to the employer as 


it took away from 
him a right 
to 


make a defense for the carelessness 
or negligence of the employe. 


Senator Kane said that when an em- 


ploye enters into a contract with an 
employer be naturally assumes a cer- 


- "tain risk of personal injury. He said 


that the laws ought to. be modified in 
the interest of the employe, but at

The bill provides 
for the statistician to collect data con- 
cerning labor throughout the state 
and to conduct a department, the pur- 
pose of which will be to get the em- 
ployer and the person seeking employ- 
ment together. 


Although

against the present employment agen- 
cies, the state's bureau will work in 
oppositfon to the private 
concerns. 


There will be no fee charged for the 
securing of employment or placing the 
employer in touch with the employe.

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 20.-—Demo- 


erats of the 
legislature will" prob- 


ably hold a caucus the first of next 
week in response to the special mes- 
sage of Governor Marshall yesterday 
calling attention to the fact that the 
state treasurv is threatened 
with 


bankruptcy. 


The leaders of the house were of 


the opinion this morning that Imme- 
diate action was necessary 
to pre- 


vent the threatened close of state in- 
stitutions. 
They declared that the 


present condition of the state's fi- 
nances was due to poor management 
on tho part of republican administra- 
tion. Representative Garrard. demo- 
cratic floor leader, 
admitted 
this 


morning that he has in his desk a 
copy of the bill mentioned in Gover- 
nor Marshall's message. . This bill 
would provide for 
paying over of 


state funds by counties by regular 
semi-annual settlement in June. 


Will Introduce the Bill. 


"I will not introduce the bill," said 


Representative Garrard, "I do not 
know what action will be taken. Let 
the state treasurer write across war 
rants 'Xo money in treasury., " 


The house this morning passed the 


Mendenhall bill repealing the three 
mile road law, and the Bland account- 
'ings bill. 
The Mendenhall bill pro- 


vides that elections must be held to 
decide upon road construction, such 
elections to be called by the county 
commissioners upon petition of a ma- 
jority of the property owners of tho 
township. Under the present law the 
county commissioners must-order the 
construction of roads upon petition of 
fifty property holders. 
•_ The Bland public accountings .'bill, 
which Is'endorsed'by the Merchants' 
association, will now have to go back 
to the senate with democratic amend- 
ments placing the .power of appoint- 
ing commissioners iti 'the hands of the 
governor.

There 
was no provision, however, for the 
state, and the bills prepared in'this 
office and'sent'to the'legislature are 
simply for the purpose of confirming 
the right of t.h'e 'county treasurers to 
make advance payments to the state 
under the public depository law. 
. "Unless the legislature passes a law 
giving the state'the right, to require 
advance payments, the state -will be 
unable to pay-anything by April 1. for 
the reason that, the balance now in 
the treasury will be entirely expended 
by that .time, and there would be no 
incoming revenues until June 15. By 
the 1st of October the revenues from 
the June installment of taxes would 
be exhausted and. the

would 


again go broke until Dec. 31. when 
the payment of the second semi-annual 
installment, or. fall taxes, would be 
completed."

Mixing Light and Water 


In History 


In our last Talk we noted Fort Wayne's attitude toward possible electric 


street lighting 25 years ago. 


Ten years later, September 11, 1894, we find in the records'of the Common 


Council this resolution referred to committee on finance. ••- 


"WHEREAS, It has been demonstrated by experience of other cities that to 


own their own water and light plant is public' economy and more satisfactory to 
all concerned, therefore he it 
• 
' 


'' EJESOLVED, That the matter of lighting the city in the future .and the ex- 


pediency of raising a fund with which to buy or build and .operate it own-plant 
be referred to the finance committee of the council, with instructions to report 
their consideration prior to fixing the levy for the coming year." 


"Their consideration" was evidently not favorable, for it was about four years 


later that Councilman William J. Hosey introduced a resolution covering much 
the same ground. 


The earlier resolution we hare cited above is noteworthy as illustrating that 


bad habit of KNOWING THINGS which are NOT SO, on which are based too 
much municipal action. 


In 1894, as the records of municipal ownership show, owning its own light 


plant was in this country and at that time, for nearly every city-of this size, either 
a risky experiment or a losing experience. 


The linking of water and light together as similar subjects for municipal own- 


ership was simply misleading. 


Water is today, as it has long been, one of the simplest and safest of all city 


utilities to bring under municipal owner ship. It is a very reprehensible civic man- 
agement that cannot make a good showing with a public water system. 


Pumping into a reservoir water which distributes itself through mains to 


whomever will pay for connections and outfit, keeping in repair the simple pump- 
ing machinery and mams -and collecting the cost of this and of the labor involved 
is not only one of the SIMPLEST problems among city utilities, but it is one re- 
quiring THE FEWEST EMPLOYES. 


SIMPLICITY in OPERATION and small demand for the PAID SERVICES 


OF VOTERS is a combination which does not favor machine politics. 


It cannot be used to build up anybody's machine like municipal ownership of 


lighting and traction utilities...

. . • 


In other words, bad administration of the public water works stands out more 


badly and more readily challenges genesral attention and prompt correction than 
any utility open to both municipial and private ownership in this country. 


To couple light and water as like subjects of public ownership is to confound 


the complicated with the simple—the consructon of a watch and the building of a 
rail fence. 


If it were not for the clanger that an unsuspecting public might be led in 1909 


as in 1894 into coupling light with water as equally fit subjects for public owner- 
ship this combining of the two would be utterly ridiculous. 


Public water works should succeed where public lighting might bankrupt.

Christian churches are expected to 
make a contribution on that day to 
preach the 
gospel throughout the 


whole world. The church in this com- 
munity is taking an active interest in 
this matter, and It may be depended 
.upon to make a creditable showing. 


The Christian church, has missions 


in Japan, China, India, Hawaii, Cuba, 
Africa, Norway, Sweden and'D.enmark. 
It has one hundred and sixty"Ameri- 
can missionaries in these countries, 
and an army, of more than five hun-

and helpers. 


The church, conducts eighteen hos- 
pitals in foreign lands, and last year 
treated more than one hundred and 
twenty-seven thousand patients.

X the great fire of the Windsor Hotel—great In Ore 
annals, not because the building was a famous 
hotel filled with well known people, but rather be-

The ordinary method of fires?! ting is to start a 


caudle burning in u bottle of benzine, after a trail for 
the fire has been laid out by soaking the carpet, rugs 
;md mattresses with kerosene. 
Occasionally some 


very ingenious traps are discovered. 


In one instance a large lamp was kept burning upon 


a centre table, and dlrertly over it and attached by a 
string to the gas chandelier above was hung a piece 
of raw meat. A half starved dog was then admitted 
to the room and the Ooor locked. Again, a cord was 
tied from a burning lamp to the foot of a sleeping cat. 


An interesting exhibit of this firebug apparatus 


was formerly kept at Fire Department Headquarters, 
No. 137 East Sixty-seventh street.

bombs were also contributed from time to time by 
our sociable friends the "Black Ha'ndcrs," and there 
were many and divers kinds of infernal machines, 
ranging from that big one discovered on an ocean 
liner as she was about to sail—It had power enough to 
blow' up the ship—all the way down' to a wicked 
steel box brought In by a big brave policeman, and 
which on being opened disclosed a blinking puppy 
with a weak but sarcastic grin.

four companies,.and In'addition a honk and ladder 
company and a battalion chief, and so on for each 


Now watch the system work. 
As 1 entered and traversed the two floors of station 
No. SO it scpmcd a very drowsy sort of a place.

stairs wore the orderly cots, the lleutenaut's front 
room and in the roar, lounging leisurely about a big 
round table, a group of as fino follows as you'll find 
In all (bis fine, trustworthy, praiseworthy, blue slilrted 
army.

Newspapers Follow the Flag. 


T 


HROUGHOUT the cruise of the American fleet 
around the world a number of newspapers are 
published with unfailing regularity. 
Several of 


the war ships have had their regular publications for 
years. To be sure, the place of publication is rarely 
the same, and the circulation is somewhat limited, 
but it is safe to say that nowhere are newspapers 
looked forward to with more Interest or. read with 
more avidity. 
Thoy help to pass many a weary day 


at sen, and have conic to pla'y an important place in 
the life of tbe fleet. 


The papers are published by the enlisted men. T-Iw 


news Is gathered, edited and tbe entire work of print- 
Ing the paper is performed by the jackles themselves. 
For the most part tho ships' papers are read oniy 
aboard, the ships, so that they go no further thin the 
fleet Itself, although often at ports the. papers are car- 
ried off as souvenirs, which gives them a very widely 
scattered, If not extensive, circulation. Th« names ol 
the papers arc household names, so to speak,- through- 
out the navy. On the Kentucky the paper is called 
the Budget, on the Louisiana It is the Pelican, on th« 
Ohio the Buckeye, on the West Virginia the Ditty 
Bos, and on the Wisconsin the Badger. 


On the trip around the world there has been plenty 


of news to print in the suips' paper*.. The news.of 
the ports.of calling, the entertainments arid the vari- 
ous displays keep..the deep sea reporters-busy. <Be- 
'tween; the ports the work of filling up these '.sheets, ir 
often much more difficult, and the sailors are often 
obliged to make their own news; The gossip- of the 
fleet or ship must then be looked to to fill the papers. 
The busy, varied life on board a great battle ship is 
usually full of incidents of local interest. No men- ' 
tion of the newspapers of the navy would be complete 
without reference to tbe Blue Jacket, of the -Naval'

journs, will enact some legislation 
that will result lu better road build- 
Ins in the state of Indiana. It is con- 
tended by officials of the department 
that Indiana is away behind other 
states in the 
improvement of its 


highways. 


"As a rule," said l.ogan Waller 


Page; director of public roads of the 
department of agriculture, "the work 
of road building iu Indiana is in the 
charge of men who do not know any 
more about building roads than tliey 
know about astronomy." 


Mr. Page asserts that millions of 


dollars are thrown away every year 
in Indiana simply because the state 
has no adequate system for the eco- 
nomical and uniform construction of 
roads. He is. especially severe in his 
criticism of the Indiana statute which 
enables farmers and others to "work 
out" their road tax. 
No Use for "Working-Out-Tax" Idea. 


'This statute," said he, "is a relic 


of antiquity that ought to bo repealed 
in a hurry. 
The pratice of 'working 


out' road tax" dates back to Henry 
VIII of England, and it never has 
worked with any degree of satisfac- 
tion from that day to this. 
Nearly 


every state in the union that has tried 
it has concluded it is a dismal fail- 
ure, and one after another the stat- 
utes have been repealed. In Indiana, 
however, the system still continues 
in Its most pernicious form." 


Mr. Page says that it is true that 


Indiana has 20,000 miles of gravel 
roads, which gives it a high rank "on 
paper" as a stale of improved road 
ways, but that the rank which it 
nominally holds is not deserved. 


Charges Annual Waste of Millions. 
"The roads," said he, "are not Im- 


proved in the same thorough manner 
.as the roads of other states which do 
not have as great a mileage as Indi- 
ana. 
Under the system which, en- 


ables taxes to be worked out gravel 
is hauled 
on the highways and 


dumped in the easiest manner,' with- 
out regard whatever to the principles 
of scientific road building.

that the annual waste In Indiana 
roadmaklng amounts to millions' of 
dollars."

"When Indiana once has a commis- 


sion of this chraracter and when it 
begins to construct its roads on a 
scientific and economical plan it will 
cut off the annual .waste. The state 
ought also to give aid out of the state 
treasury to the various counties in 
the matter of road building. 
This 


should be contingent upon the county 
itself 
raising part of the cost. 
I 


should think that the state coultl 
well afford, as a general thing, to 
pay one-third of the cost of making 
roads in the various counties and 
(bat in the case of an exceptionally 
poor county it should pay as much as 
one-half. A state of the resources of 
Indiana at a minimum figure oughf 
to make an annual appropriation of 
$1,000,000 to aid the counties in road 
construction. It would be money well 
invested." 


Mr. Page thinks that Indiana might 


adopt with great profit the plan 1n 
vogue in Illinois whereby long-time 
convicts In the stale penitentiaries 
are required to crush stone to make 
material for' the surfacing of maca- 
dam roads. There are two of these 
great stone-crushing workhouses in 
Illinois—one at Jolict and the other 
at Chester. 'Stockades are built and 
the prisoners are put at work under 
guard. 
The result is that an im- 


mense quantity of the best road-build- 
ing material in the world is manufac- 
tured and furnished free to the var- 
ious counties, with the condition that 
the counties shall pay tho freight. In 
some instances the railroads trans- 
port the crushed stone without charge 
in exchange for ballast.
